The new submarine cable for the 
se of the local telephone company 
6 connect Coronado subscribers with 
he local exchange arrived recently 
nd workmen have been busy this 
week getting the cable installed and 
n working order. When the work is 
ompleted Coronado telephone sub- 


scribers will have better service than 
hey have ever had and the new cable 
s large enough to take care of ad- 
itlonal subscribers. 
The old cable, which had been plac- 
d on the bottom of the river from the 
west side of the draw to the east 
bank, had become so worn by con- 
tant swinging with the incoming and 
utgoing tides that it had broken in 
places and caused continuous trouble 
n the Coronado lines 
When the 


plans for improvement of the Coro- 
lado service were made by the com- 
iany they included a longer cable, 
which would reach -from the east 
bank of the river to shallow water 
.iear the west end of the bridge, which

Denver, Colo., Jackson, Miss., and Or- 
lando, Fie.

On 
the central Jim of totality the dura- 
tion of the total phase will vary from 
one minute and 11 seconds in Florida

Florida East Coast 
railroad paint shop in St. Augustine 
Tuesday night, destroyed- one steel 
ar, tour coaches and the building, 
with an approximate loss of 185,000. 


The St. Augustine Record says the 


ire was discovered about 7:30 p. m 
nd an alarm was turned In shortly 
fterward. Chas. L. Fawcet, one of 
the railroad shop employes, discover- 
d the flre from his home, which la 
lear by. He noticed a blaze in the 
hop and rushed to the place to verify 
his conclusions that the shop was on 
fire. He noticed a flame in the ves- 
ibule of coach No. 77, near the roof, 
lut inside the car. The door ot the 
hop was closed and he hastened off 
o alarm the men in the railroad 
ards and to send in an alarm to the 
re station. The fire was also dls- 
overed by the night watchman, but

DESTROYED BY FIE 


FLAMES EAT UP POUR COACHES 


AND BUILDING IN ST. AUGUS- 


TINE IN SHORT TIME TUESDAY 


NIGHT. 


Fire, originating in one of the 


coaches in the Florida East Coast 
railroad paint shop In St. Augustine 
Tuesday night, destroyed- one steel 
car, tour coaches and the building, 
with an approximate loss of 185,000. 


The St. Augustine Record says the 


fire was discovered about 7:30 p. m 
and an alarm was turned In shortly 
afterward. Chas. L. Fawcet, one of 
the railroad shop employes, discover- 
ed the fire from his home, which la 
near by. He noticed a blaze in the 
shop and rushed to the place to verify 
his conclusions that the shop was on 
fire. He noticed a flame in the ves- 
tibule of coach No. 77, near the roof, 
but inside the car. The door of the 
shop was closed and he hastened off 
to alarm the men In the railroad 
yards and to send in an alarm to the 
flre station. The fire was also dis- 
covered by the night watchman, but 
a freight train was passing through 
the yards at the time and he -was un- 
able to leave for a few minutes, but 
after the train was cleared he rushed 
to the shoe and unlocked the doors. 


Quite a little group of men appear- 


ed on the scene quickly and they at- 
tpmnted to extinguish the flre with 
water-buckets, but their efforts were 
fruitless 
Within a few minutes after 


the flre was discovered the flames 
burst through the roof ol the car. 
while the entire length of the interior 
was a mass of flame Spreading with 
great rapidity., the flames soon envel- 
oped the building and by the time the 
firemen arrived the north half of the 
structure was a roaring mass of 
flames 


Ably seconded by the railroad fire 


department, the rlty -firemen fought 
the flames and within half an hour 
iad the flre under control, but the 
four coaches and the building were) 
damaged beyond repair before the flre 
was extinguished. 


A rigid investigation as to the or- 


igin of the flre was made by the rail- 
road officials, but they were unable 
to definitely state the cause 
The) 


theory, however, that a smouldering 
spark In a punk board was responsi- 
ble Is a tenable one. Painters 
working on coach No. 77 Tuesday* 
burning oft the coating of old paint, 
preparatory to revarnlshlng and the 
presumption Is that a spongy board Ig- 
nited from the torch, but was not de- 
tected 
It Is supposed that the spark 


smouldered, gradually eating through 
the board until it burst into flame. 


Much amazement was expressed by 


firemen and others at the rapidity 
with which the flames swept through . 
the building, lapping up the coacbea 
and spreading to the wooden walls 
and the overhead timbers. The slate 
roof, however, proved Its value by 
holding the flames within bounds un- 
til the flremen got in their work.

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CASTOR BEANS SHOULD 


BE PLANTED IN MARCH 


Another appeal to the East Coast 


farmers to engage in the culture of 
castor beans has been issued from 
the offices of Helm & Walker in Mi- 
ami, 
v.-ho have given bond to the 


government to. secure the planting 
of 10,000 acres in this territory. 


As the beans should be planted in 


March, the Washington authorities 
are insistent that definite arrange- 
ments be made at once with the con- 
tractors by all farmers who wish to 
serve their country by growing this 
liighly profitable crop. 


As has been clearly shown by the 


investigation of the United States 
signal corps, castor oil is needed for 
the lubrication of the airplane motors, 
and a crop of beans must be grown 
;it once to supply the oil. The sue- 
:ess of the great purpose of the Uni- 
ted States to defeat Germany by con- 
rol of the air, possibly the early 
ending of the war, may depend upon 
.he manner in which farmers respond 
to this call to serve their country. 
A guarantee price of $3 per bushel 
is offered for this year's crop. Seed, 
and fertilizer if needed will be fur- 
nished now and may be paid for out 
of the crop if desired. 


Castor beans is a simple, easy crop 


to grow. The cost of planting, grow- 
ing and harvesting will be small. The 
return on the Investment will be large, 
probably larger than tat any crop that 
can be grown in Florida. 


Of far greater importance than any 


question of the money this crop will 
bring, however, is tfie big. important 
fact that the government needs these 
castor beans, and asks farmers to 
lielp grow them. 


The northern states cannot grow 


castor beans. 
Their season is too 


short. The entire 100,000 acres need- 
ed to produce an adequate supply of 
oil for the airplanes musl be planted 
in the south, and must be planted this 
year, must be planted at once. Be-

Woman Horse Nurse. 


In London Messrs. MacNamara, who 


employ about forty woman drivers, 
have put their horse hospital entirely 
in charge of women. Mrs. Pary, the 
superintendent, says they have thirty 
to forty patients a day. She and three 
assistants do all cleaning, grooming, 
feeding and administering of medi- 
cines prescribed by the veterinary sur- 
geon. 
The animals, she gays, are 


grateful and companionable, and she 
has no doubt that women will want 
to keep on with this work after the 
war. ^We do not baby the horses," 
she says. "Soinehow we reform the 
worst cases of temper, and the women

trusted with the handling of food, do 
hereby enlist as a kitchen soldier for 
home service and pledge myself to 
waste no food and to use wisely all 
food purchased for this household, 
knowing that by so doing I can help 
conserve the foods that must be 
shipped to our soldiers and our al- 
lies." 


This Is a movement for the woman 


who Is actually dealing In 'the food of 
American homes. Employers and em- 
ployees arc urged to Join the forces.

CASTOR BEANS SHOULD 


BE PLANTED IN MARCH 


Another appeal to tbe East Coast 


farmers to engage in the culture of 
castor beans has been issued from 
the offices of Helm & Walker in Mi- 
ami, who have given bond to yie 
government to. secure the planting 
of 10,000 acres in this territory. 


As the beans should be planted in 


March, • the 
Washington authorities 


are insistent that definite arrange- 
ments be made at once with the con- 
tractors by all farmers who wish to 
serve their country, by growing this 
highly profitable crop. 


As has been clearly sbown by the 


Investigation of the United States 
signal corps, castor oil is needed for 
the lubrication of the airplane motors, 
and a crop of beans must be grown 
at once to supply the oil. The suc- 
cess of the great purpose of the Uni- 
ted States to defeat Germany by con- 
trol of the air, possibly the early 
ending of the war, may depend upon 
the manner in which farmers respond 
to this call to serve their country. 
A guarantee price of $3 per bushel 
is offered for this year's crop. Seed, 
and fertilizer If needed will be fur- 
nished now and may be paid for out 
of the crop if desired. 


Castor beans is a simple, easy crop 


to grow. The cost of planting, grow- 
ing and harvesting will be small. The 
return on tbe investment will be large, 
probably larger than for any crop I bat 
can be grown In Florida. 


Of far greater importance than any 


question of the money this crop will 
bring, however, is tne big. important 
fact that the government needs these 
castor beans, and asks farmers to 
help grow them. 


The northern states cannot grow 


castor beans. 
Their season is too 


short. The entire 100,000 acres need- 
ed to produce an adequate supply of 
oil for the airplanes must be planted 
in the south, and must bo planted this 
year, must be planted at once. Be- 
cause of her climate, Florida is ask- 
to plant 40,000 acres. 


Florida has a ra»ord for a patriot- 


Ism which she cannot, must not, and' 
will not allow to be broken by fail- 
ure to answer this call to duty. There 
is not a day to lose now. A farmer 
who has not signed a contract for 
planting castor beans should send 
for one.
